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GRAVE DISCOVERED UNDER FLOOR 
Considerable excitement has been oc­ 
casioned in Littlestown through the find­ 
ing of a number of small bones in a sup 
posed grave discovered under the summer 
kitchen of the old Reiffe property almost 
opposite the Redeemer Reformed par­ 
sonage. 
The property is now owned by 
Augustus Riffle, and is undergoing general 
repair, in taking up the floor of the sum- 
mer kitchen—under which there is no cel­ 
lar—a sunken grave was discovered be­ 
tween two logs used for the joists. The 
excavation was about 3x5 feet and was 
regular in formation. 
The workmen dug 
down 3 feet and found a number of small 
bones, but no skull. 
Immediately rumor' 
gained currency that a certain old woman, 
who had been married three times, and 
died about 20 years ago, had secretly bur­ 
ied her last husband th ere; that the hus­ 
band was seen up town one night but 
never seen after that night, and there was 
no one, not even the wife, who could ac­ 
count for his sudden disappearance, The 
story may be true and an investigation 
will be made. 
In the mean time, the 
bones have been sent away to determine 
their nature,

Stringent 
May Debar Beef From 


Other Nations—Drought In Middle 


West Hastens Crisis. 


Not only does the United States face 
a famine in its domestic meat supply, 
but stringent rules covering meat im 
portations may debar meat and cattle 
i'rom other great meat supplying na 
tions. 


rue situation is critical,M said Dr 
D. A. Ramsey, chief of the inspection 
division of the bureau of animal in 
dustry, “The crisis in meat exhaustion 
has been approaching for years, but 
has 
been 
hastened by the great 
drought over Kansas, Iowa, Indiana. 
Illinois, Nebraska, Oklahoma and the 
southw'est Simultaneously contagious 
diseases of live stock in Argentina, 
Australia, New Zealand and the Indies, 
the only other sources of supply, have 
developed. 


“The department of agriculture now 
has inspectors in Argentina, Australia 
and New Zealand studying conditions 
there so that we may formulate en­ 
trance inspection regulations for dress* 
ed meats and live stock. Advices indi 
cate that in 
Argentina 
particularly 
there are epidemics of the virulent 
hoof and mouth disease 
and 
ticks 
These diseases will prevent the en­ 
trance of Argentina meat, for this 
country must protect itself. Wo hav^ 
had several scourges of this nature 
and it has cost the country millions oi 
dollars. 


“There is a great deal of talk about 
how free meat in this new tariff mas 
ure will relieve the stringency. I can­ 
not foresee that result. Dressed beel 
now only carries 10 per cent duty, and 
even if meat is free it will have to 
come in under the departm ent’s meat 
inspection rules, and Argentina—the 
greatest source of supply—at present 
does not live up to them. 


“The drought in the middle west 
has been most serious. It means that 
Mexican cattle and the grass fed cat 
tie from the southwest that have here 
tolore been driven to the middle west 
ern ‘fattening* corrals will have nc 
haven. 


“The visible supply in the drought 
section is being sold by the thousand 
head in the open m arket now because 
stockmen have no feed and foresee a 
famine this winter. The immediate re­ 
sult of course will be a lowering oi 
p i i ^ s because the supply exceeds th€ 
demand. 
But 
later in the season 
when the demand becomes greater and 
prices soar the supply oromises to bi 
gone.“ 


Dr. Ramsey pointed out that witfc 
excellent crops last r^ar the meat im 
ports for 1912 for the first time in the 
history oi the country exceeded ex 
i)orts. 


The statistical bureau of the de 
partment of agriculture figured thai 
the outlook for the corn crop was not 
much 
better 
than 50 per cent, as 
against more than 85 per cent Iasi 
year. On Aug. 1, the date when the 
last official figures were compiled, the 
corn crop was estimated at 75.5 pei 
cent. Since then the drought in th<

The trust company was opened for 
business in 1908.

but said he could not say whether it 
would total $200,000 or more. Smith, 
is about forty-two years old. 


In its last report, filed June 4, the 
banlj reported assets of $1,000,694 and 
deposits of $702,975. It had a surplus 
of |5o,000, undivided profits of $43,000 
and a paid up capital of $100,000, all 
of which will bo wiped out by th# 
shortage, the department says.

NOTE CHANGE IN WILD LIFE 


As Some Breeds Approach Gradual 
Extinction Others Are Showing 
Marked Increase. 


Wild 
creatures 
along 
the 
arctic 
coast of North America are changing» 
according to 
Vilhjalmar 
Stefansson, 
who writes in the Geographical Jour­ 
nal: 
"Contrasting 
pleasantly 
with 
the gradual retreat and 
approaching 
extermination of both the caribou and 
the musk-ox is the increase in num­ 
bers of three game anlirtals—the musk 
rat, the beaver and the moose. 
Half 
a century ago, to the westward 
of 
Great Bear lake, moose were found 
only on the west side of the Macken­ 
zie river. 
They have since crossed 
the river until something like twenty 
years ago they reached the west end 
of the Bear lake, some ten years ago 
they got to the «eitat end of the lake 
and three years ago the first moose 
wrere seen on the shores of Coronation 
gulf by the ltae river Eskimo. 


"The history of the spread of the 
musk rat has been somewhat similar 
to that of the moose in this district,' 
although it seems to have preceded 
the moose by a few decades In some 
places and by a decade or so in oth­ 
ers. 
They are now found in many of 
the small lakes right down to the 
east coast of Coronation gulf and Dol­ 
phin and Union straits, but there are 
hundreds of Eskimos now living who 
can remember the time when they 
first saw these animals. Being strange 
through newness they were considered 
supernatural, and are so even today. 


"Although some tribes are hard put 
to \t to find skins enough for clothing, 
an'l although they will use the inferior 
skin of the marmot, they throw away 
both the skin and meat of the musk 
rat and use only the tails, which are 
employed as charms and 
talismans. 
The beaver, too, is spreading toward 
thft sea, although he has not as yet 
attained so high a northing as the 
musk rat, and will probably always be 
confined to the timber country."

posed to have kept 011 the way, and 
the whole story had such a touch of 
truth that it took some days for New 
Yorkers to realize 
how 
completely 
they had been hoaxed.

FIGHTS RHINO IN ZOO CAGE

we prefer those made at home with 
materials which are

In the fol* 
lowing, there surely will be found one 
which will suit the palate of all: 
Ginger Water.—This is th old-fash­ 
ioned drink which used to be carried 
to the fields to refresh the tillers of 
the soil w’ho have made our country 
w hat It is today. 
This drink is ju st 
as popular today among the descend* 
ants of the early ^fathers of our coun­ 
try, and is so easily prepared that it 
should be more frequently used. Take 
a tablespoonful of ground ginger, add 
three of sugar and a pint of ice cold 
water; stir well and serve. 
In the 
olden times they sweetened this with, 
molasses. 


Rhubarb Drink.—This is a very re­ 
freshing as well as wholesome drinlc 
for children. 
Boil seven 
or 
eight 
stalks of pie plant in a quart of w ater 
for ten minutes; strain into a pitcher 
in which has been placed the thin rind 
of a lemon. Add four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar and let stand for a few hour* 
before serving. 


Orangeade.—Make a sirup by boil­ 
ing half a pound of lump sugar with 
a cup of water. 
Pare four orangea 
very thinly, put the rinds In a pitch­ 
er and pour on the boiling hot sirup. 
Let stand until cold, then add th e 
juiae of the oranges and six lemons. 
Add a quart of ice cold water, and 
serve. 


Boston Cream.—This 
is 
a 
drink 
which will kefcp, and will be ready to 
use in an emergency: 
Take 
two 
pounds of lump sugar and five pint» 
of water; boil together fifteen min­ 
utes. When cool add half an ounce of 
Jemon extract, two ounces of powdered 
tartaric acid and the whites of three 
eggs well beaten. 
When quite cold, 
bottle. 
When required for use, pour 
a few tablespoonfuls-of the mixture 
in a glass, fill with three parts water, 
stir up well and add a quarter of a 
teaspoonful of soda. 
Stir briskly and 
serve at once.

Blueberry Dumpling,—Sift together 
two cupfuls of flour, four teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder and a teaspoonful of 
salt. 
Add a tablespoonful of butter, 
and when well rubbed in add three- 
fourths of a cupful of milk. 
Put two ■ 
cupfuls of sugar over four cupfuls of 
blueberries with a tablespoonful 
of 
vinegar, put into a buttered baking 
dish. 
Cover with the flour mixture f 
and bake forty-five minutes. 
Serva ' 
from the dish in which it was baked.

Re It resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of tho Com­ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania In General 
Assembly met, That tho following amend­ 
ment to the Constitution of the Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania be, and tho same 
In hereby, proposed, In neeordanco with 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Thnt section four of articlo n!n*> which 
rearta ns follows: 


#*SectIon 4. No debt shall bo created by 
or on behalf of the State, except to supply 
casual deficiencies of rovenuo, repel Inva­ 
sion, suppress Insurrection, defend the 
State in war, or to pay existing debt; and 
the debt created to supply deficiency in 
revenue shall never exceed, in tho aggre­ 
gate at any one time, ono million of dol­ 
lars," be amended so as to read mm fol­ 
lows: 


Section 4. No debt shall bo created by 
or on behalf of the State, except to supply 
casuul deficiencies of revenue, repel Inva­ 
sion, suppress Insurrection, defend the 
State in war, or to pay existing debt; and 
the debt created to supply deficiencies In 
revenuo shall never exceed, In tho aggre­

And, 
take it from Dr. Waugh, the approba­ 
tion of said lords Is some tid-bit worth 
striving for.

trolling themselves. They soon find by 
the absence of beatings that their 
husbands

Stringent Rt^.s May Debar Beef From 


Other Nations—Drought 
In Middle 


West Hastens Crisis, 


Not only does the United States face 
a famine in its domestic meat supply, 
but stringent rules covering meat im 
poriations may debar meat and cattle 
i'rom other great meat supplying na 
tions. 


rne situation is critical," said Dr 
D. A. Ramsey, chief of the inspection 
division of the bureau of animal in 
dustry. ''The crisis in moat exhaustion 
has been approaching for years, but 
has 
been 
hastened 
by 
the 
great 
drought over Kansas, Iowa, Indiana. 
Illinois, Nebraska, Oklahoma and the 
southwest. Simultaneously 
contagious 
diseases of live stock in 
Argentina, 
Australia. New Zealand and the Indies, 
the only other sources of supply, have 
developed. 


"The department of agriculture now 
has inspectors in Argentina. Australia 
and New Zealand studying conditions 
thoro so that we may formulate en- 
trance inspection regulations for dress, 
ed meats and live stock. Advices indi 
cate that in 
Argentina 
particula^'ly 
there' are epidemics of the 
vlrulenl 
hoof and mouth disease 
and 
ticks 
These diseases will prevent the en- 
trance 
of Argentina 
moat, 
for 
this 
country must protect itself. Wo havt 
had several scourges of this naturo 
and it has cost the country millions ol 
dollars. 


"There is a great deal of talk about 
how free meat in this new tariff mas 
ure will relieve the stringency. I caiv 
not foresee that result. Dressed heel 
now only carries 10 per cent duty, and 
even if meat is free it will have to 
come in under the department's meat 
inspection rules, and 
Argentina—the 
greatest source of supply—at present 
does not live up to them. 


"The drought in the middle 
west 
has been most serious. It means that 
Mexican cattle and the grass fed cat- 
tle from the southwest that have here- 
tolore been driven to the middle west- 
ern 
'fattening* corrals will have nc 
haven. 


"The visible supply in the drought 
section Is being sold by the thousand 
head in the open market now because 
stockmen havo no feed and foresee a 
famine this winter. The immediate re- 
sult of course will be a lowering oi 
priff»s because the supply exceeds th€ 
demand. 
But 
later in the 
season 
when the demand becomes greater and 
pricps soar the supply uromises to bi 
gone." 


Dr. Ramsey pointed out that witt 
excellent crops last I'f^ar the meat im 
ports for 1912 for the first time in the 
history oi tlie country exceeded 
ex 
ijorts.

IVOTE CHANGE IN WILD LIFE 


As Some 
Breeds 
Approach 
Gradual 
Extinction Others Are Showing 
Marked 
Increase. 


VVild 
creatures 
along 
the 
arctic 
coast of North America are changing, 
according to 
Vilhjalmar 
Stefansson, 
who writes in the Geographical Jour- 
nal: 
''Contrasting 
pleasantly 
with 
the gradual retreat and 
approaching 
extermination of both the caribou and 
the musk-ox is the increase in num- 
bers of three game aniirtals—the musk 
rat. the beaver and the moose. 
Half 
a century ago, to the westward 
of 
Great Bear lake, moose were found 
only on the west side of the Macken- 
zie river. 
They have since crossed 
the river until something like twenty 
years ago they reached the west end 
of the Hear lake, some ten years ago 
they got to the -ejiet end of the lake 
and three years ago the first moose 
were seen on the shores of Coronation 
gulf by the Rae river Eskimo. 


"The history of the spread of the 
musk rat has been somewhat similar 
to that of the moose in this district, 
although It seems to have preceded 
the moose by a few decades In some 
places and by a decade or so in oth- 
ers. 
They are now found in many of 
the small lakes right down to the 
east coast of Coronation gulf and Dol- 
phin and Union straits, but there are 
hundreds of Eskimos now living who 
can remember the time when 
they 
first saw these animals. Being strange 
through newness they were considered 
supernatural, and are so even today. 


"Although some tribes are hard put 
to \t to find skins enough for clothing, 
an'l although they will use the inferior 
skjn of the marmot, they throw away 
boih the skin and meat of the musk 
rat and use only the tails, which are 
employed as charms and 
talismans. 
The beaver, too, is spreading toward 
thft sea. although he has not as yet 
attained so high a northing as the 
musk rat. and will probably always be 
confined to the timber country,"

These hens thus become 
veritable barometers, and the progres- 
sion of color from pale to brilliant is 
so exact that a scarlet hen stalking 
about the barnyard is regarded as cer- 
tain prophecy of a storm which may 
be as much as twelve hours distant.—

Ginger Water.—This is th old-fash- 
ioned drink which used to be carried 
to the fields to refresh the tillers ol 
the soil who have made our country 
what it is today. 
This drink is Just 
as popular today among the tiescend« 
ants of the early (fathers of our coun- 
try, and is so easily prepared that i t 
should be more frequently used. 
Take 
a tablespoonful of ground ginger, add 
three of sugar and a pint of ice cold 
water; 
stir well and serve. 
In 
the 
olden times they sweetened this with 
molasses. 


Rhubarb Drink.—This is a very re- 
freshing as well as wholesome drink 
for children. 
Boil seven 
or 
eight 
stalks of pie plant in a quart of water 
for ten minutes; strain into a pitcher 
in which has been placed the thin rind 
of a lemon. Add four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar and let stand for a few hour» 
before serving. 


Orangeade.—Make a sirup by boil- 
Ing half a pound of lump sugar with 
a cup of water. 
Pare four 
orange» 
very thinly, put the rinds in a pitch- 
er and pour on the boilitig hot sirup. 
Let stand until cold, then add 
tho 
juijte of the oranged and six lemons. 
Add a quart of Ice cold water, and 
serve. 


Boston Cream.—This 
is 
a 
drink 
which will kefep, and will be ready to 
use in an emergency: 
Take 
two 
pounds of lump sugar and five pinta 
of water; boil together 
fifteen 
min- 
utes. 
When cool add half an ounce of 
Jemon extract, two ounces of powdered 
tartaric acid and the whites of three 
eggs well beaten. 
When quite cold, 
bottle. 
When required for use, pour 
a few tablespoonfuls .of the mixture 
in a glass, fill with three parts water, 
stir up well and add a quarter of a 
teaspoonful of soda.
